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This document presents the Florida Education Training 
Placement Information Program follow-up studies on various groups of 
students. A 1993-94 study on initial quarterly earnings upon degree 
completion indicated tnat community college Associate in Science (AS) degree 
students earned more than bachelor degree students. This finding led to a 
more detailed comparison of the employment history of students who had 
graduated in 1990-91. It is anticipated that continued longitudinal analysis 
will see the bachelor's degree graduates overtake the AS degree students. A 
higher percentage of community college certificate and AS degree students was 
found employed in Florida than any other group. The college Associate of Arts 
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increased in percent found employed. The societal benefits of continuing in 
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percent. High school graduates were next at 1.6%. College 
completers and graduates ranged between 1.3 and 0.3 percent, 
while university graduates were the lowest at 0.3 to 0.0 percent.
